U nited States. 
Such declared forfeitures 
sh all not extend to lands adjacent to rail­ 
roads now com pleted w hich were sold by the 
State or corporation to bona fide purchasers 
for a valuable consideration and in good 
faith. 
A il bona hde settlers upon lands 
forfeited are authorized to acquire title to 
not exceeding ICO acres, according to the 
prevailing law. N o lands declared forfeited 
to the I nited States shall inure to the ben­ 
efit of any Stale or corporation lo w hich 
th e lands have been granted by Congress. 
A ll lists of lands heretofore certified, and 
patents issued by an y Stale or corporation 
for land em braced 111 the grants beyond the 
portion conterm inous w ith the railroad ac­ 
tually com pleted, are declared inoperative 
and void except (o bona f ile purchasers.

N e w Y'o r k, Ju ly 6 t h —M ayor H ew itt, in 
presenting to several boys and girls prizes 
for pood stories and poem s, s iveu by the 
M ail a n d E xpress yesterday, took occasion 
to deliver h im self on the im m igration 
question. 
H e s a id : “ M y experience in 
in is office has brought m e to the con clu ­ 
sion that the tim e has com e w hen greater 
ristrictions w ill have to be im posed upon 
foreign im m igration.

This city, for in­ 
stance, has a btrong organized body, com­ 
posed of men of brains and energy at its 
head, with an ample and efficient corps of 
paid assistants at its command, and in ad­ 
dition to this receives valuble aid from the 
Government of Austria. The work of 
this organization is mainly directed to­ 
wards the maintenance of a scale of tariffs 
and duties in Austria, conducive to the 
welfare and protection of their industries. 
We may properly call their labor oue of 
“ comparative tariffs ” and thoir results. 
To aid them in their work they have a 
‘ Commercial Museum," wherein are to be 
seen the various items tbit they wish to 
paiwiind’r their scruitnizing survey. 
No 
item is neglected, for every conceivable 
line of industry tomes in for its due share 
of consideration. 
The novel-writers of Europe and at home 
have given forth an edict that it is vulgar 
to “ talk shop,” and as no respectable mer­ 
chant desires to be vulgar we try not to 
“ talk shop.” 
How proper, to be sure ! 
But, friends and fellow-oitizens, the clear­ 
headed merchants of Europe do not pay 
the slightest attention to what the novels 
say, hence they “ talk shop;” and not alone 
the merchant, but the Government and 
Government officials as well. 
See how 
weil they do it. 
1 will give it in the very 
words of the Hon. Mr. Jusson, the United 
States Gaisul at Vienna, as he stated it to 
me last night. 
“ Yes, tins association,” said he, “is do­ 
ing grand work for Austria.

under the auspices of the Austrian Gov­ 
ernment, in connection with the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs.

millions of those who are to come. 
How many thousands there are in Cali­ 
fornia who would gallantly brave life and 
property in her defense ! These thousands 
can now find a more peaceful and equally 
honorable occupation in helping the low­ 
ering of the proper end of the lever. 
It 
needs the highest skill, the highest talent 
to float our State into a permanent sea of 
prosj>erity. Shall we not find it? 
What 
more elevating, what more holy, what 
more humane, what more divine work ean 
a human being do than that of aiding to 
build up a great commonwealth that is to 
be the future home of millions of f-ee and 
independent people? 
Is California, then, in need of extraor­ 
dinary energy ? Yes, this is a critic. I time, 
the most critical, perhaps, in her history. 
We are pledged to the world as a paradise 
of homes, an asylum where the struggle 
for existence is reduced to a minimum, and 
where the comforts of the highest civil­ 
ization is at the maximum. Our chief de­ 
pendence for the gratification of the last 
is in the verification of the first. 
The verification of the first can only be 
established 
by finding a remunerative 
'arket for our produce. 
Our produce is 
iruit, the grape and the olivo. The market 
must be found. 
This market can lie found. 
To find it, however, requires the best 
efibrts, the highest talents, not alone of 
the fruit merchants, but that of every soul 
in California who has a spark of love for 
the groat and glorious State whose destiny 
it is to shelter millions under her protect­ 
ing wing. 
Let the Europeans work on uiufiiecked, 
unhindered, and our fruits will become a 
byword and a reproach, values will shrink 
and our real estate will he a drag. 
Heroic 
work, our best work, should lie directed to 
counteract all thwarting efforts of Euro­ 
pean interests and let us checkmate them 
in energy, in earnestness, in skill, and we

That the Europeans are not blind to all 
this may be gathered from a recent Hin­ 
doo letter, which states that the Germans 
have also sought to make their gains in 
Mexico the means of extending there the 
political influences of Germany. 
Says the 
writer: “ Seeing that the United States 
are indifferent to the extension of their 
boundaries beyond the Rio Grande, the 
Germans have not failed to augment the 
home Government with splendid possi­ 
bilities of Mexico. 
That fertile 
and 
wealthy country, capable of such magnifi­ 
cent development, has precisely what Ger­ 
many lacks and wishes above all things to 
obtain. 
If European jealousy forbids the 
grasping of Holland, with its fine ports 
and priceless colonies, what a compensation 
Mexico would he.” 
But German dreams 
of dominion there have been rudely dis­ 
turbed by the grasp which England has 
placed upon the railway system of the 
southern Republic. The Mexican National 
road is now in the possession of English 
capitalists, the Mexican Central will soon 
be under their control, and other negotia­ 
tions are ¡lending which will put iuto their 
hands the transportation facilities of the 
entire country. 
The draining of the 
Valley of Mexico—an enormous enterprise 
necessary for the safety of the Capital—is 
being undertaken by an English company; 
and an American engineer, who vainly 
sought to obtain sufficient capital to pros­ 
ecute the work, says, rather bitterly, that 
“ the entire country will soon lie mortgaged 
to England.” 
And now the Mexican Government has 
contracted with an English firm fur the 
completion of that long-talked-of Tehuan­ 
tepec Railroad, which, when finished, will 
furnish a shorter cut across the continent 
than either the Nicaraguan or Pauama 
schemes. 
During the last half century 
plans for establishing a communication 
between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
via the Isthmus of Tehuantepec have been 
variously discussed. 
Early as 1841 the 
Mexican Government granted a concession 
to Senor Jose de Garay to make a connec­ 
tion between the two oceans, and a survey 
was made and the reports published, oper­ 
ations then being based on the idea that 
the route was to be a canal. 
Soon after the war between Mexico and 
the United States Senor Garav’s franchise

purpose building a line from the historic 
old port of Acapulco, on the southern coast 
of Mexico, to Vera Cruz, on the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
In fact, it will require not less 
than $60,000,000 in gold to carry out the 
¡dans in Mexico which English companies 
have organized and projected within the 
last two months. 
If this sort of thing 
keeps up Americans will soon be nowhere 
south of the Rio Grande. 
By the way, speaking ot Hon. George A. 
Hearst’s recent attempt to buy “up Mex­ 
ico,” 
1 
have heard 
doubts 
expressed 
among the Mexicans as to the validity of 
the California Senator's claim. While Itere 
on a visit, a few weeks ago, the fianancial 
transactions which he consummated were 
on the scale of his usual munificence. 
He 
not only obtained a concession, with sev­ 
eral other capitalists from the Golden 
State, for building a new railroad from the 
City of Mexico down to some point on the 
Pacific (of which the first fitly miles are 
promised to be constructed at once); but 
on his own account be purchased over two 
million acres of fine cotice and sugar land, 
just north of Tehuantepec. 
But how about 
that clause in the Mexican Constitution 
which denies to foreigners any right or 
title to lands within a certain number of 
miles from either coast or border? 
Possi­ 
bly President Diaz may set is aside for his 
favorites—but where is thesurety that the 
next Executive may not enforce it, and 
that such concessions, sooner or later, will 
go tlie way of the old Spanish grants, now 
null and void?

A u K xploriiig E xp edition L eaves for th e 
N orth— P rosp, cttve R esu lts. 
The expedition which started out on 
Saturday frota Copenhagen to explore the 
interior of Greenlend may not commend 
itself to popular iterest as those which 
have made the mysterious and ever-inter­ 
esting North Pole the object of their ambi­ 
tion, but scientifically it is destined to be­ 
come quite as important; and more so, be­ 
cause the undertaking, though great, is 
.-till moderate enough to allow of a slight 
hope of success. 
The expedition has been 
equipped in Christiania, and is under the 
leadership ot Mr. Nansen, curator at the 
museum at Bergen. 
He has picked for his 
associates three or four Norwegian ath­ 
letes 
who 
are well 
trained in snow- 
shoeing. 
They will sail first to 
U»a- 
fjord, in Iceland, where a sealer under the 
command of Captain Jacobson, an old 
Arctic skipjier, will take them to the east 
coast of Greenland. 
Starting out from the 
uninhabited and bleak east coast is some­ 
thing new for Greenland exploring parties. 
Former expeditions have started out from 
the more accessible west coast, and have 
pressed into the icy interior in an easterly 
and northeasterly direction. 
The disad­ 
vantage of this has been that the parties 
were constantly going further and further 
away from the inhabited ¡mrtions of the 
continent, and the temptation to return 
out of the wilderness of 
icy mountains 
has been too great to overcome. 
Mr. Nansen will reverse the operation. 
He will land at once in the wilderness, and 
his only motto then can be “Cross or D ie!”

life. 
If there is any temperament which 
of itself predisposes to insanity it i» tlie 
nervous. 
It may be well, therefore, to 
point out some of its chief characteristics. 
The manifestations of nervous energy 
are remarkably prominent, and give pecu­ 
liar impress to the whole body and mind. 
The countenance is usually pale and the 
features thin and sharp; the pulse is quick, 
small and frequent, though not weak ; the 
respiration active; the chest and muscular 
system are generally not largely devel­ 
oped; the skin is dry and rough and the 
digestive functions are performed irregu­ 
larly. 
In consequence of the comparative weak­ 
ness of the muscles, persons of this temper­ 
ament easily become fatigued ; though, ow­ 
ing to the activity of the nervous system, 
they quickly rally. 
Prompt to form opinions and to arrive 
at conclusions, the subject of the nervous 
temperament are not remarkably for sta­ 
bility of purpose. 
Their intellectual oper­ 
ations are rapid and brilliant, hut at the 
same time not often jiersistent. 
Variety 
is constantly sought for, aud the mental 
efforts like the physical are, as it wore, 
spasmodic, full of energy while they last, 
hut soon yielding to others. 
Women were formerly much more fre­ 
quently the subjects of this temperament 
than men, but owing to the constant effort 
to get rich manifested by the male sex in 
recent times, and the consequent extreme 
development of the emotional system and 
of certain faculties of the intellect, it is 
now far more common with men. 
Indeed, 
I am not sure, but that in civilized com­ 
munities, especially in the large cities of 
the United States, it has not become the 
predominating temperament. 
The man 
who day after day is kept upon a mental 
rack by that most harnessing of all the 
emotions—anxiety—will 
inevitably un­ 
dergo such psychical and bodily changes 
as will change hint from any other origi­ 
nal temperament to the one under notice. 
Of all the temperaments it is particularly 
easy to be acquired. 
It is the outcome of 
civilization and refinement, and probably 
but for these agencies would never have 
arisen. 
Among barbarous nations it is al­ 
most unknown, and savages never exhibit 
it; but it is common enough in London, 
Paris and New Y’ork and in men who, if 
they had lived a hundred years ago, would 
have been as phlegmatic as the most typi­ 
cal Dutchmtn.

Voltaire aud Frederick the Great of 
Prussia are notable examples of the nerv­ 
ous temperament. 
John Bandolph and 
the late General Nathaniel Lyon, who 
was killed in the beginning of our civil 
war, perhaps afford most remarkable ex­ 
amples of it among distinguished Ameri­ 
cans. 
The dise:tses which are most apt to oc­ 
cur among individuals of the nervous tem­ 
perament are those which concern the 
nervous system. Thus, we have the various 
forms of neuralgia, certain affections of the 
spinal cord, hysteria in all its protean va­ 
rieties, St. Vitus’ dance, catalepsy ecstasy 
and insanity of all types. 
In fact, the 
nervous temperament itself is, if strongly 
developed, almost a pathological condition, 
the sensibility is so acute, the capability 
for receiving mental impressions so de­ 
cided, and the system is so readily thrown 
into disorder from slight causes that the 
temperament in question may often be 
considered as the first manifestation of 
disease. 
Persou» of the nervous temperament are 
very subject to diseases which exist only in 
their imagination or which, being slight, 
are exaggerated by the constant habit of 
introspection in which they indulge. They 
are thus very frequently rendered seriously 
ili by the morbid attention they give to 
symptoms which are often by no means ab­ 
normal.

Six years later 
the railroad project was resumed and a 
new survey executed, tinder the direction 
of Colonel \V. H. Sidell, of the United 
States army ;

Railroad Company was former! in New 
York, the late Hon. Marshall O. Roberts 
being prometer and Simon Stevens, Presi­ 
dent. 
A vast amount of “ wind work ” 
was done, surveys and explorations were 
made all over again, but still the railroad 
was not built. 
Later the same company 
was reorganized, Edward Lamed, of Pitts­ 
field, Mass., being President.

chusetts a modified concession was ob­ 
tained from the Mexican Government, in­ 
cluding a subsidy of $7,500 per kilometer. 
But this corporation did not finish the 
railroad, although they constructed some 
forty kilometers of it.

private individuals for the completion of 
this line, and in a year's time the track 
was laid from the mouth of the Coatza- 
coatcas river to the town of Minatitlan, 
a distance of 25 miles.

coast, bearing the date of 1136, show that 
these settlers erected 
boundary pillars 
as far north as 72° 50'.

of often in the Icelandic sagas, where 
it is told that in the year 1121 the i 
first Bishop of Greenland, Erik U)psi, ! 
and an Icelander undertook a Christian 
mission to the then established Norse col­ 
ony of Yinland, or a part of what is now 
Massachusetts. 
Other traces of this hardy 
people may he discovered, which can 
throw a new light on the early history of 
this continent. 
The possibility, at least,

Several futile attempts were made previ­ 
ous to this century to advance into the 
interior, and a few have been made within 
the last fifty years.

ment of his purposes, and his perseverance 
carries him over all difficulties. His emo­ 
tions are vivid, but when it suits his de­ 
sign he keeps them under due control. He 
is irritable and sensitive, and often vindic­ 
tive, cruel and unscrupulous. 
Bold in the 
conception of a project, constant and in-In­ 
fatigable in its execution, it is among peo­ 
ple of this temperament that we find those 
who in different ages have governed the 
destinies of the world ; full of courage, 
boldness and activity all have signalized 
themselves by great 
virtues or 
great 
crimes, and have been the terror or admira­ 
tion of the universe. Such were Alexander, 
(Vesar, Brutus, Mohammed, Charles XII., 
the Czar Peter, Cromwell, Pope Sixtus V. 
: and Cardinal Richelieu. 
Among men of science and letters who 
have possessed the choleric temperament 
are Dante, Newton, Spinoza, Galileo, M il­ 
ton, Pascal, Tasso, Rousseau, Goethe and 
Calvin. 
In this country we have as the 
most distinguished representatives of the 
choleric temperament, Mr. Calhoun, Mr. 
Webster, Gen-. Grant, Sherman, Sheridan 
and Lee, and Jefferson DavLs. 
The variety of insanity to which indi­ 
viduals of the chloleric temperament are 
especially liable when they become the 
subjects of mental disease is melancholia 
in all its forms, and it often assumes with 
them the most terrible of all the phases of 
mental derangement—the 
suicidal and 
homicidal. 
The delusions which are most 
frequently met with in them are those 
which relate to injuries done them by 
others, or horrible crimes which they have 
themselves perpetrated. 
Often they refer 
to religious subjects, and to the state of 
eternal damnation into which their souls 
are to be plunged on account of the 
enormity of their sins. 
The idea that 
they have committed the “ unpardonable 
sin ” is a very common delusion with this 
class of lunatics, and they will often walk 
the floo' for days and nights at a time 
wringing their hands, moaning and sob­ 
bing at the thought ever present of the 
awful punishment in store for th< in in the 
world to come. 
I know of no one i-nint in 
the whole range of theology which has 
inflicted more injury upon the human 
mind, and caused more distress, than the 
i doctrine that there is n mvsterious sin

But cases of insanity are met with also 
among persons possessed of either of the 
two otiier temperaments, and as in those 
which I have already referred, the type of 
mental derangement 
which 
results is 
marked to a great extent by the character­ 
istics which are normally present. 
Thus in the sanguine temperament the 
expression of countenance is cheerful and 
hopeful, and activity characterizes all the 
movements of the body. There are mental 
restlessness and brilliancy, and while any 
particular bent is followed a great deal of 
energy is shown. 
The love of a pleasure 
predominates, but the pleasure must be fre­ 
quently varied or satiety is soon produced. 
Inconstancy is a predominating feature. 
Good resolutions are formed but to be 
broken. 
Friendships are 
readily con­ 
tracted to be soon abandoned for others, 
which in their turn are speedily given up. 
In love, the individual of sanguine tem­ 
perament is tickle and faithless, earing less 
for his honor than his pleasure. 
He on­ 
i gages in great undertakings without count­ 
ing the cost, and, if unexpected difficulties 
arise, he soon becomes discouraged unless 
lie sees an ultimate advantage to himself 
from persevering. 
If success attends his 
efibrts, as it often does, it is more on ac­ 
count of the rapidity ot his actions than 
the consequences of any well-laid plans, or 
else is the result of that good luck of 
which he is frequently the recipient. 
History furnishes many examples of 
distinguished persons of sanguine temper­ 
ament. 
Marc Antony and Plato among 
the ancients. 
Charles 11, of England, Lo­ 
renzo di Medicis, the Duke of Richelieu 
and Murat are instances of it. 
In this 
country Genera! Wayne aud Henry Clay 
were good examples of this temperament. 
.Shakespeare, in his inimitable character of 
Mercutio, has depicted it with masterly 
power. 
Poetry, painting and sculpture 
have some ol their most distinguished 
cultivators among individuals of the san­ 
guine temperament. 
Insanity is not very common in persons 
possessed of this temperament. 
When 
affected the form of mental derangement 
is generally acute mania or some other va­ 
riety in which mental exaltation rather 
than mental depression is a prominent 
feature. 
The remaining temperament, the lym­ 
phatic, is almost the very opposite of the 
sanguine. 
The intellect is slow to act, 
ideas come with difficulty, but there is by 
no means neccs- irily a deficient degree of 
intelligence, ami though matters may be 
comprehended and conclusions reached 
with a degree of tardiness aggregating to 
those of quicker minds, there is fully as 
much likelihood that the reasoning will 
be as correct as in those whose intellect 
acts more promptly and who seem to ar­ 
rive ata judgment with scarcely an effort. 
Undoubtedly, however, when the lymph­ 
atic temperament is excessively developed, 
there is often a sluggishness of the mental 
processess which amounts to stupidity. 
The emotions are not easily roused into 
activity and are rarely of an ennobling or 
energetic character. 
Courage is not a 
prominent attribute of lymphatic persons, 
and though they may not run away at the 
approach of danger, it is more because 
they do not at once understand its nature 
than from any high feeling of pride or 
honor. 
The memory is weak and the 
power of application or of concentrating 
the attention inconsiderable. 
There is, 
therefore, a disinclination 
to reflective 
study or to any mental or physical exer­ 
tion. 
Men of this temperament have 
made but little sensation in the world’s 
history. 
The part that they have played 
has been quite unobtrusive and even insig­ 
nificant. 
The varieties of mental derangement 
which are especially liable to exist in per­ 
sons of the lymphatic temperament are a 
low grade of melancholia and acute de­ 
mentia. 
The existent delusions are not of 
so gay a character as those met with in the 
insane of sanguine temperament, and gen­ 
erally relate to plots against them by some 
real or imaginary persons. 
Instead, how­ 
ever, of wishing to fight their sup¡)oscd in- 
jurers, as would the man of sanguine tem­ 
perament, or sitting wringing their hands 
in anguish, as would he of the choloric 
tennierament, the lymphatic lunatic takes 
it all very quietly, and will talk of the 
malicious attempts which have been made 
upon his life without evincing the slight­ 
est anger or sorrow, and with even a pleas­ 
ant smile upon his countenance. 
There is therefore, no 
temperament 
which can par excellence be regarded as the 
insane temperament. 
Persons of all tem­ 
peramental types are liable to insanity. 
Individual peculiarity is a fact not to be 
disregarded. 
Some people would never 
become insane, no matter what misfortunes 
nii-ht visit them or what mental shocks 
might visit them, while others might lose 
their minds upon the supervention of the 
slightest possible disturbing event. 
One 
man will suffer the 1ms of family and 
friends and money and his mind will retain 
all its clearness and vigor, while another 
will go into his barn and bang himself 
when he learns that butter has fallen two 
cents a pound. 
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T h e N aval A cad em y a t A n n ap olis. 
The length of the course at the Naval 
Academy is four years. 
A candidate for 
admission must first obtain permission 
from home to enter the lists in a compet­ 
itive examination for an appointment to 
be given by the Congressman from his dis­ 
trict. 
If successful in this examination, 
he receives a permit to appear before the 
Examining Board at Annapolis, and this 
Board determines upon his qualifications 
for an appointment as naval cadet. 
If the 
Board pronounces him physically sound, 
and if he is able to pass a satisfactory ex­ 
amination as to mental attainments, he 
receives his appointment and becomes a 
naval cadet. 
This examination takes ¡dace in June, 
and :-s the older cadets are all absent from 
the academy on “ leave,” the successful 
candidates or “ plebs,” as they are termed, 
teel their selt-imporlsticc more strongly 
than they ever can again. 
In fact, however, their appearance is 
anything but imposing. 
They strut about 
in a consequential but evidently uneasy 
manner, struggling to appear at ease, and 
certainly not succeeding. 
The ¡debs, or “ youngsters” (as they are 
also called!, are at once quartered on 
board a large, old-fashioned wooden frigate, 
which always lies alouside the dock, and 
does during the school-session as a Bunnery 
ship. 
This vessel becomes the residence of the 
plebs during the summer months; here 
they have their first experience of sailor 
life ; and here, among other things, they 
first acquire the art of sleeping in a ham­ 
mock. 
It is truly an edifying sight to see 
these lad», on their first night, struggling 
with their hammocks. 
The hammocks 
used in the navy, you must bear in mind, 
are very unlike those in which people 
swing under the trees in the country. The 
navy hammocks are made of heavy can­ 
vas, and are slung from the beams of the 
ship. 
They are usually bung quite high 
from the deck, so that it is not easy for a 
beginner to climb into one with any degree 
of grace—even if he manages to get in 
at all. 
Usually the novice struggles in 
from one side, and goes head over heels 
out at the other—mattress, pillows and bed­ 
clothes, all accompanying him. 
After two 
or three unsuccessful attempts of this sort, 
however, the greenest begins to improve, 
and one or two weeks of practice is suffi­ 
cient to make anyone an adept in the art.

The world has grown to love the sooth­ 
ing aroma of a well-made ettp of coffee 
more and more within these late years. 
Out in the Western country not enough 
attention lias been heretofore given to the 
securing of all that was appetizing and 
pleasure-giving from the stomach-inspiring 
cup, and so in one of the prairie town 
journals something is told about the berry 
and its history, and what trouble is taken 
to bring it within reach of the little grind­ 
ing mills that stand in every well-regu­ 
lated kitchen. 
Here is the story : 
How many persons sipping their after­ 
dinner eup of cofiee have ever given a 
thought to the various hands through 
which it has passed prior to that moment, 
or how • tany have an idea of how it grows 
and is prepared for market. 
Coffee was 
first introduced into Arabia from Ethiopia 
as far back as 875 A. D.; next in Constan­ 
tinople in 1554; Venice, 1615, and in Lon­ 
don, England, the first coffee-house was 
ojicncd in 1652. 
The culture was intro­ 
duced from Arabia to Java in 1630, and 
from that date on extended throughout 
the East Indies. 
In 1710 Louis X IV. re­ 
ceived from the Magistrates of Amster­ 
dam a coffee plant bearing blossoms and 
fruit, and this is claimed to be the parent 
stock of all West India coffees. 
The coffee tree is an evergreen and 
grows if unchecked to a bight of twenty 
or thirty feet, but cultivated plants are 
pruned down so low ¡is to be more easily 
tiicked when the fruit is ripe. 
There is, 
like ou most tropical plants, a constant 
growth of blossoms and fruit, but at two 
seasons of the year the regular blows 
occur, and at later periods the harvesting 
is done. 
The 
ripe berry resembles a 
cherry and grows in elu-ters close to the 
stem, 
it has a sweet pulp which is palat­ 
able,’out of no commercial value. 
Inside 
of the layer pulp are the two fiat coffee 
beans, each one surrounded by a tough 
skin, and these two surrounded by another 
skin or hull. 
Sometimes it happens that 
one of tlie beans docs not fructify when in 
blossom, aud consequently only one seed 
grows in the b e rry . 
This one, not having 
any opposition, curls tu> round and forms 
what is known as peaberry coffee. 
As the 
berries ripen they become red and dark 
purple. 
They are then picked by hand at 
intervals during the harvest time. 
To 
prepare the -cists for market it is necessary 
to remove first of all the outside pulp. 
This is done by machinery, which consists 
of various patterns, 
isomc use an upright 
cylinder in which revolves another with 
teeth that bruises the berries as they pass 
through. 
Running water washes away the 
pulp, which is light and rises to the top, 
while the seeds, being heavy, sink to the 
bottom and are drawn off 
Next comes the drying process, which is 
usually contrived in this manner: 
There 
is a large space of hare ground in front of 
the coffee house and here the berries are 
spread out during the day and exposed to 
the hot sun. 
At night they are raked up 
in ¡files anil covered to protect from the 
dew. 
In raking and spreading out the 
coffee small stones and lumps of earth get 
mixed up with it, as many a grocer has 
found out to his cost when he lias ruined 
his coffee mill. 
To prevent this tlie 
wealthier planters now use long, shallow 
pans made of copper, under which steam- 
pipes run, and so dry their coffee more 
quickly and save much rehandling. 
After 
the berries are thoroughly dried they are 
inn through another 
machine 
which 
crushes and liruises up the now brittle 
skin» surrounding the seeds. 
They are 
again run through 
machinery 
which 
separates the different character of seeds ; 
such as the peaberry from the flat, the 
large from the stnail, etc. 
The coffee is 
then packed in bags and carried on mule- 
hack to the shipping ¡icrt, where it forms 
part of a cargo for Europe or the United 
.States. 
The process of harvesting and 
curing differs somewhat in various coun­ 
tries, and where cortee is largely raised, as 
ill Brazil, where it is the great staple, new 
machinery is constantly being introduced 
to save labor and simplify the manipula­ 
tion. 
Iu Java the coffee is placed, after it is 
cleaned, on flat shelves made of mats, shel­ 
tered only from above by a thatched roof, 
and left to cure. 
The Lot winds sweep 
through these sheds and thoroughly dry 
and cure the coffee and give it that rich, 
dark look which is a sign of age in Java 
coflee. 
In New Y’ork there is a Cofl’ee 
Exchange, which to a certain extent regu­ 
lates the values. 
Coffee comes to us of all 
varieties and grades, but Jiy far the largest 
quantity comes from Brazil, of whose en­ 
tire crop we consume the greatest part. 
To simplify matters there 
have 
been 
adopted certain standards, which range 
from No. 1, prime, down to No. 10, com­ 
mon. 
it is usually sold by first hands in 
cargo lo ts, so many bags at a certain fixed 
price. 
These large lots contain different 
qualities, but the purchaser pays one price 
for all and afterwards sorts and grades 
them hiftiself and sets his own values on 
them. 
Formerly coffees were only sold 
raw—that is, green ; but of late years the 
business of roasting coffees and putting 
them up in packages, from one pound up­ 
wards, has grown to ije a vast industry and 
has revolutionized the coffee trade in this 
country. 
Coffee seems to he an American 
beverage. 
Foreigners who used tea ex­ 
clusively in their old homes across the 
water soon acquire a taste for coflee and 
drop tea. 
It is a cup that invigorates, but 
does not intoxicate.—New York Graphic.

W all P ap er. 
In choosing wall paper great care should 
lie exercised, as the color and general ap­ 
pearance of most of the patterns change 
very greatly under gas or lamplight. 
It 
is, therefore, desirable to select three or 
four patterns, put them np ou the walls of 
the room and examine their general effects 
carefully by day and night before making 
a final choice, for not only do some pat­ 
terns and colors materially alter by arti­ 
ficial iigiit, but some, especially green and 
blue, absorb an immense amount of light, 
and are, therefore, not fitted for any rooms 
which are to be economically lighted, 
in 
papering the walls of a dining-room there 
are, of course, very many ways of treat­ 
ment, and among the numerous geod ex­ 
amples of paper-hanging now made, there 
should be no difficulty in selecting some 
really good patterns, artistic in design and 
coloring. 
As before stated, a dado or 
wainscot forms a desirable basis (or a din­ 
ing-room, a wide frieze a proper finish to 
the wall instead of carrying up the gen­ 
eral tone of color of the wall to the ceiling 
or cornice; this suggests itself as infinitely 
more artistic than carrying up the same 
color or decoration to the top of the room, 
and thus making a sudden break without 
any gradation of color between it and the 
ceiling, excepting, of course, in cases where 
the ceiling is very low ; then the treat­ 
ment must he made without either wain­ 
scoting or frieze. 
When a plain color is 
desired as a background for pictures, the 
very cheapest ami commonest paper often 
makes the most artistic and serviceable 
lini»h ; the vellow-gray, gray-brown, and 
yellow-brown common wrapping paper—- 
the coarser the better—makes a very effec­ 
tive and cheap covering for a wall.

H ow It C aused th e K ogllsh-A m ertcan 
W ar o f 1813. 
It all happened in this wise: Two citi­ 
zens of Providence, R. I., fell into a most 
unseemly discussion on account of the law- 
b»< trespassing.» of a pig owned by one of 
them. 
The aggrieved party possessed a 
very fine garden, in which it was his cus­ 
tom to spend his hours of leisure, weeding, 
grafting and transplanting the flouers and 
vegetables in which he delighted. 
But 
often, as he entered his garden in the 
evening, his ears would he saluted with a 
grunt and a rustle, and the fat form of his 
neighbor’s pig might be seen making a 
hasty flight from the garden in which it 
had been placidly rooting all day. 
In liigJt dudgeon the gardener sought 
his neighbor and complained of the pig’s 
frequent visits, declaring that a little time 
spent in repairing the pigsty would re­ 
strain the animal’s roving propensities. 
But to this the owner of the pig responded 
that if his neighbor would keep his rickety 
fences in proper repair, the pig might take 
its daily airing without temptation, and 
the garden would not be endangered. 
Repea'ed misdeeds on the part of the 
pig fanned the smoldering fires of dissen­ 
sion into the flumes of open hostility. 
At 
last the crisis came. 
The owner of the 
garden, rising unusually early one morn­ 
ing, discovered the pig contentedly munch­ 
ing the last of a fine bed of tulip-bulbs. 
Flesh aud blood could stand it no longer. 
Seizing a pitchfork which lay near at 
hand, the outraged gardener plunged its 
sharp tines into the hapless pig, and bore 
the body, thus fatally impaled, to the sty, 
where it met the gaze of its owner an honr 
or two later. Thereafter it was war to the 
knife between the two neighbors. 
Now, what liad all this to do with the 
war of 1812 ? 
The answer is simple. The 
two neighbors belonged to the political 
party known as the Federalists, 
j 
Through all the outrages that Great 
Britain inflicted upon the United States; 
while seamen were being impressed, Amer­ 
ican vessels stopped on the high Eeas, and 
1 while every possible indignity was being 
committed against the flag of the United 
States, the Federalists remained friendly 
to Great Britain, and contested every 
prooosilion tor ihedt- htratRm of war. 
But the Democratic party w as eager for 
war, and as British opp •-»s'on became 
more unbearable the strength of the Dem- 
crats increased. 
It so happened that the

Kds. R eo o rd -U n io n : W hen one refleets 
upon the many fires and accidents taking 
placo in the U nited States, the question 
naturally arises, is not mau, either by ig­ 
norance, gross carelessness or a want to 
comprehend the duty intrusted to him, to 
a great extent responsible for the loss of 
life and property ? 
For the latter two 
faults fature generations will hold man far 
more responsible than the present age, 
when drunkenness and sim ilar pleas are 
put forward as excuses. 
No man who be­ 
comes intoxicated is a fit subject to have 
any duty devolving ujxin him where life 
and property is at stake. 
H e cannot he 
trusted, and this is by no means the opin­ 
ion of a prohibitionist. 
To a great extent this must also he ap­ 
plied to careless or thoughtless persons, 
and known to be such. 
It is not enough 
«hut a person taking charge of an im portant 
railroad bridge, railroad connection, loco­ 
motive, engine lioiler, gas, water and elec­ 
tric light plants, or wherever danger lurks 
if duty is not promptly attended to, that this 
person be sober, industrious, and a so- 
called ,:good fellow,” with five senses, but 
he must withal lie sufficiently intelligent 
and eeurageous to act like a trained sol­ 
dier who has learned hew to execute in 
cafle of emergencies. 
This must lie applies! to sim ilar employ­ 
ments of trust on water and land, from the 
taking care of a building at night, to large 
steamers and warehouses filled with com­ 
bustibles and explosives, tliat 
require 
prompt and judicious action if loss of life 
and pro[ierty is to be averted in a brief 
«pace of time, and for this it requires sys­ 
tematic training, for experience with a 
cool head is necessary for all such offices 
of trust. 
Had the man in charge of the 
-heet-iron drop-curtain at the King Thea 
ter, in Vienna, shown more courage, or 
faithfully carried out his charge, the loss 
of life would have been less or probably 
entirely averted. 
It is this sort of duty pointed out here. 
Apply this to your firemen and similar 
offices of trust—if they wait in their exer­ 
cise and training until a large conflag­ 
ration has taken place, it shows little 
prudence, in the head of the departm ent 
or the city authorities who ought to en­ 
force it. 
On this coast, by the lack of a t - I parties interested? 
tention to this foresight, frequently half of 
a young growing town has been financially 
crippled for several years. 
In larger cities 
it may take half n century before half of a 
town is wiped out of existence, hut reflect, 
when millions of dollars and human life is 
at stake it ought to he the law to prepare 
for sack emergencies, and not blunder 
by working in u disunited or unprepared 
manner when such calamity threatens. 
Apply this on a sm aller scale to large 
manufacturing establishments, ships, tene­ 
ment houses, hotels, or wherever man is 
congregated in large numbers, which does 
not exclude churches, sckool-lious >s, and 
theaters, in all of which so many lives 
have been sacrificed by want of fore­ 
thought. and within ten years or less. Re­ 
garding all the places mentioned, it re­ 
quires some supervising spirit or personage 
who has planned previously, like a Gen­ 
eral, and knows how to act when the dan­ 
ger threatens. 
The future will look to the prevention 
of an evil—the fire smothered by prompt 
action has been carried out sim ilar to the 
methods 
adopted 
by medical science, 
which isolates (or should crush even the 
danger at once in some cases). 
Yet medi­ 
cal science, as well as those doing duty in 
behalf of life and property, ought to he 
prejiared how to act when disease, fire, 
water, or any calamity lias spread, even 
taking into consideration those dreadful 
danger, to which man and animals are sub­ 
jected when nature's forces have escaped, 
broBght out of equlibrium ,or have formed 
a combination bv laws as yet partly un­ 
known to us iu this age. 
Tho city, therefore, that has neglected 
breathing or open places for its popula­ 
tion, has pursued a verv unwise policy, or, 
if it had such, regretted the sacrifice of 
•pace, owing to the value the land assumed, 
and thereforesold theground to he covered 
with buildings. 
These great and frightful manifestations 
of nature may not occur in a ccnturv or 
tw o; but wherever they have taken place, 
the intelligence of man ought to prepare 
for it, as far as lies in his power. 


shape cf a triangle separated as far a- it is 
! advisable from each other, but having tel­ 
egraphic communication with each other, 
much may he learned probably to counter­ 
act this force. 
The lack of forests play undoubtedly & 
very im portant jKiint there, and this at a 
higher elevation the metallic points, w hich 
are better conductors, would supply if 
properly connected with the ground or 
earth. 
W hen the laws of nature are 
known, man will find a method to utilize 
them sooner or later. 
W hen this is applied to our fire protec­ 
tion on water and land it is strange that 
man has not taken better advantage, since 
many combustibles, hydrocarbons, etc., dan­ 
gerous in their movement from one place 
to another ought to be accompanied with 
other liquids known to be more effective 
than water in the suppression of such con­ 
flagrations at the beginning. 
[This has 
no connection with those much-praised 
glass flasks tilled w ith brine or ordinary 
cooking salt, which are hung up as security 
agaiust fire.] 
A certain State lately enacted a law 
making it compulsory th at any poison sold 
must have printed upon its label three an­ 
tidotes against that poison, in order to 
know how to act when it becomes neces­ 
sary. 
This also, to a great extent, could be 
carried out with combustibles while aboard 
the ship, railroad or stored in warehouses. 
The liquid (or gas generated by heat) to 
be most effective in quelling the flames, 
ought to he close at hand, as water often 
will have a tendency to spread the flames 
or have it (the combustible) to float upon 
it. 
In the shipment of acids similar pre­ 
cautionary measures should be taken. 
Stables and all manufacturing enter­ 
prises, requiring the strictest surveillance 
against fire, should not use any matches, 
excepting the Swedish, which never ignite 
excepting when rubbed upon its own pre­ 
pared surface. 
T hey contain no phos­ 
phorus. and are not ignited by mice, rats 
or children, nor are they poisonous. These 
matches ought to he more frequently used 
in the United States, owing to th eir greater 
safety generally. 
Strangest of all is, that in the protection 
against fire, with its great sacrifice ol prop­ 
erty, and frequently life of man and valu­ 
able animals, not the slightest step has 
thus far been taken by the Federal, State 
or the city authorities, nor the many busi­ 
ness companies who have millions of dol­ 
lars involved, when large conflagrations 
are taking place, to counteract this grow­ 
ing evil. 
Is this evil to he left entirely to chance 
in the future as in the past? 
It may not 
he possible for us, yet, to evade the hail­ 
storm that destroys our growing crop, hut 
it may be, and is possible to lessen the 
numbers of fires and accidents. 
If ignorance and carelessness causes the 
destruction by lire of a valuable and much- 
needed manufacturing plant, are the own­ 
ers and insurance companies the only

the people, not a right to prevent it by 
precautionary measures, which the city 
itself imposes. 
W hile the fireman’s duty 
calls for prompt action to suppress a fire, 
his duty does not demand that he hunt 
where danger often lurks, and ever ready 
to spring forth, sweeping everything be­ 
fore it. 
The present age has done something in 
the way of prevention, carried out by ad­ 
vanced societies; the authorities also have 
appointed in large cities as insjiectors 
men who sc-e to our butter, milk, build­ 
ings, boilers, sanitary m atters; but fire 
(light), water and air have thus far no 
part in our welfare, or very little. Taking 
tire in its destructive part, and the preven­ 
tion of the same, nothing has yet been done 
in large cities, as far as the inspection of 
houses, manufacturics, theaters, churches, 
school-liouses, or wherever a large number 
of people are congregated. Some provision 
has been made in the way of escaping, 
which in more than one case is im prac­ 
ticable, owing to the want of presence 
of mind necessary. 
The main thing is to prevent a confla­ 
gration by the removal of the dangerous 
parts, as after all most fires originate dur­ 
ing the absence of man. 
There is such a 
thing as spontaneous combustion brought 
about in various ways, likewise organic 
matter, as wood, paper, rags, etc., taking 
fire even under red heat, although former­ 
ly it was thought impossible. 
The writer, when a boy, saw in Cincin­ 
nati, Ohio, a hole burnt through the floor, 
although the floor had three bricks cover­ 
ing it, and it had only the ashes above it, 
the fiie being removed about one and a 
half feet from it. 
He lias since observed 
sim ilar cases. 
W ith this there is an anal­ 
ogy to the lire quelled at the State build­ 
ing at Yosemite. 
Brickwork ought never to come in con­ 
tact with wood, if one end is subject to the 
licat of a direct fire. 
It is probably not 
generally known that many fireplaces right 
here iu Sacramento are constructed with 
this dangerous experiment. The advant­

J e ru s a le m , April 30,1888. 
Our return from the valley of the Jo r­ 
dan to-day was through the heaviest rain­ 
fall i ever experienced. 
It was accom­ 
panied with a severe western storm, and in 
spite of all we could do to prevent it our 
Arabian horses would turn about and 
stand immovable. 
The second sight of Jerusalem was more 
grand than the first. 
As we passed Beth­ 
any, nestled at the eastern base of Olivet, 
the city came into view, exhibiting a 
picture like those of its ancient glory. 
Imagine our joy and our sadness as the 
native guide gave name after name of 
p lac is of which we had read from child­ 
hood. ‘‘There is Bethphage.” “ T hat is the 
tomb of Lazarus.” 
“ We are now passing 
over the trium phal road to Jerusalem .” 
H e continued,as we came near each sacred 
spot, to tell us of them. 
During our stay 
we visited Mount Olivet, the hill of Evil 
Counsel, Aceldama, the “ field of blood,” 
Fool of Siloam, tombs of Jchoehaphal and 
Absalom, and Gethscmane. The garden is 
now inclosed and guarded so that not so 
much as a leaf can he liad without the 
consent of the monks in charge of it. 
The visitor takes greater interest in the 
environs of Jerusalem than within the 
walls, from the fact that the superstition 
and tradition that meets you everywhere 
within, destroys your conception of what 
is sacred; while without the walls, one 
feels more certain of the location of sights. 
We omitted nothing of interest, either in 
or about the city, and were fortunate in 
being there during the gathering of the 
pilgrims of the Greek Church. 
The 
Church of the Holy Sepulcher is crowded 
with them, and their habits are quaint 
enough to attract marked attention. 
I 
witnessed a Sunday service that exceeded 
by far any assemblage and ceremony I 
ever saw. 
There 
were above eighty 
priests, led hv five patriarchs, one the 
G rand Patriarch of Jerusalem . 
These 
were followed liy a hundred or more men 
and women connected w ith the ritual. 
Banners, representing scenes in the life of 
our Savior, were borne in the procession. 
Several boys, with splendid voices, sang 
chants, and the m ultitude made responses. 
This was continued until they passed 
seven times around the Holy Sepulcher. 
The robe of the Grand Patriarch was like 
th at of the great High Priest in Jewish 
times, known as the “ robe of beauty and 
glory.” 
The Armenians, Latins and Coptics are 
eager to claim the holy places, and feuds 
of the bitterest kinds exists. 
W hile the 
above service was going on more than 150 
armed soldiers were on duty. 
W hen any 
one ventured too far into the sacred circle, 
a soldier would clinch him and oust him 
like a depot police. 
Your correspondent 
occupied a place iu one of the galleries of 
the dome, where the performance was seen 
in all its reality. 
W ere it not for the 
guards, the sects would kill each other. 
Instances are recorded where feasts were 
turned to riot and bloodshed. 
They have great convenience of sights 
in this church. 
W ithin the space of 150 
feet from the sepulcher we were shown 
the place where M ary,the mother of Jesus, 
stood during the crucifixion ; and another, 
where Johnstood. 
Tkevshowed the stone 
on which the body was purified for burial. 
The family tomb of Joseph of Aramatkea 
is here also, and the stone placed in the 
center of the world. 
How the pilgrims 
throag to it and kiss it, then cross them ­ 
selves and how, feeling that they have ac­ 
complished a great duty towards God and 
their fellow mortals. 
1 entered the sepulcher and found it cov­ 
ered with polished marble, so that every 
vestige of the “ hewn rock” is hidden. 
A 
monk stood inside and saturated handker­ 
chiefs of visitors w ith consecrated water, 
and so narrow aud suffocating was the 
tomb that I hastened from it completely 
exhausted. 
The scene representing the 
crucifixion is unique. A large cross stands 
before me with an image of Christ in the 
last throes of death. 
The chamber is 
darkened to represent the darkness which 
took place on the day of the crucifixion, 
with just light enough to bring the dismal 
sight to view. 
At the base of the cross 
the rock into which it is fastened shows a 
cleft iu which is seen the skull of Adam, 
and from the wounded side of Christ sev­ 
eral drops of blood have fallen on it. 
“ This,” says the guide, “ represents th at 
the blood of the Redeemer reaches back to 
Adam and has made provision for the sal­ 
vation of the whole human race.” 
The 
place 
where 
St. 
Helena, the 
mother of Constantine, discovered the 
three crosses is held sacred, and burning 
tapers preserve the memory of the central 
cross. 
I asked the guide how they de­ 
termined the true one, and was told that a 
woman lay sick in tho city and the test 
was auuounccd th at the holy cross pos­ 
sessed virtue to heal the sick, and that the 
three crosses would he taken where she 
could touch them. 
It was done, and the 
two first proved ineffectual, but the touch 
of the other brought instant health. 
In a few days the G rand Patriarch will 
enter the Chapel of the Sepulcher, and 
while hundreds of deluded pilgrims, with 
tapers in hand are crowded about it, holy 
fire will stream in two ports, one on either 
side, and they will rush to light them, 
haviug been taught to believe that it is a 
miraculous flame. 
Dr. M urray gives an 
account of how the frantic worshipers a 
few years ago really trod each other un­ 
der foot in their wild chase after the flame; 
the soldiers hastened to clear the build­ 
ing, a fight ensued, and when the crowd 
was dispersed, twenty dead liodies were re­ 
moved that had actually been trodden to 
death. 
The Jews' wailing place is the only 
part of the ancient walls remaining. 
To 
it they resort in their annual pilgrimage, 
kiss the stones and lift the voice of prayer 
for the speedy restoration of Israel to 
their appointed lots. 
The sight is affect­ 
ing. 
W hile there a woman came and wept 
bitterly; in explanation of her conduct 
we were told that her sister had been per­ 
suaded to join the Mohammedans, and 
th at she came daily to implore God to 
bring her back to her former belief. 
Our ramble led us to the tomb of David, 
the Armenian, Greek and American ceme­ 
tery, and near these the house of Caiaphas. 
The city is divided into four quarters, viz: 
the Christian, Jewish, Armenian and Mo­ 
hammedan. The population is about 25,­ 
000, as follows: 
Christians, 5,300; Jews, 
8,0CI0: Mohammedans, 7,800, and the re­ 
mainder Armenians. 
The Latin Convent boasts th at they 
have the real Via Dolorosa in their build­ 
ing; but Mr. Floyd of Jaffa, assured me 
that he had stood upon a more probable 
site of the way, thirty feet below that 
shown us. 
W hen it is remembered that 
tne present city is built from thirty to 
sixty and in places 100 feet above the old 
plane, it will he difficult to give credence 
to a ll that is shown of ancient places. 
I 
am not certain that any of the places we 
visited, except the temple area, and wail­ 
ing place of the Jews, is the exact ancient 
site. 
The Hospital of St. John, where ex­ 
cavations had just ceased, showed a build­ 
ing ef three stories below the present level 
of Jerusalem . 
The writer descended two 
of these, and saw the floor of the lower 
one. 
The entire depth was sixty feet. 
It 
was built by the Crusaders in the twelfth 
century. 
The stables of Solomou are being exca­ 
vated. 
Stones of immense size are here to 
lie seen and the pillars th at supported the 
vast temple that rested on it are intact, 
and the holes at the corners to which the 
horses were hitched remain unbroken. 
The mosques of Omar and El Aksa occupy 
the site of the temple. 
The temple area 
is called the Haram. It constitutes a quar­ 
ter of itself, and is, in size, oue-fourth of 
the city. 
Perm it me to give the description of its 
elevated location and beautiful mosque in 
the rich language of John M urray: " The 


Haram is as beautiful as it is spacious. 
The massive and lofty walls th at surround 
and supjiort i t : the greeii grass of the in­ 
closure, dotted with cypresses and olives 
and ornamented by marble fountains and 
Mihrab.i; the broad, elevated platform, en­ 
circled bv graceful arches ana diversified 
by carved pulpits, prayer-niehes and cupo­ 
las ; and the great mosque itself, with its 
noble dome rising in the center of all, 
bright and gorgeous as a vision of fairy­ 
land ; its enameled tiles glittering in the 
sunbeams and exhibiting all the hues of 
the rainbow wrought into patterns of won­ 
drous intricacy and grace. These together 
form a picture such as is scarcely surpassed 
in the world.” 
In the center of the mosque is the sacred 
rock, 4 feet 94 inches above the marble 
pavement at its highest point, and one foot 
at the lowest. 
It has a dip of twelve de­ 
grees in a direction of eightv-five degrees 
east of north. 
The foot-print of Mo­ 
hammed was shown just as made when he 
last touched it on his way to heaven, and 
the “finger-prints” of Gabriel when he 
took hold of and kept it from following 
Mohammed by main force. 
We were per­ 
mitted to pass under the rock, where we 
added to our unbelief the story that it 
was suspended in the air. 
Modern Jerusalem lias poor attractions 
for the W estern visitor. 
Its streets are so 
narrow and crooked that it requires resi­ 
dent fam iliarity to learn to find places. 
Snould a camel meet you by the way, you 
liave to step aside and let him pass. ' N ext 
comes a donkey with his burden built out 
on 
either 
side, 
and of course 
you 
yield the way again. 
By this time the 
pause 
of 
the 
throng 
has caused 
a 
jam and the pedestrians each insist on 
right of way. 
1 did not understand their 
assertions, but from their enterprise I sup- 
imsed it was something like Frci Bahn,” 
and so I crowded through and came out 
well pressed and highly favored with ori­ 
ental lack of toilet.

chant sits tailor-fashion in the center of 
his stock. 
It is amusing to see his rapid 
movements when searching around for his 
goods.

It is never a direct contract unless your 
question is so asked and the money so cer­ 
tain on a great bargain that they are the 
winners. 
But while the “ abomination of desola­ 
tion” is everywhere in the city to he seen, 
a view from the Mount of Olives is grand 
beyond comparison. 
It is still thickly 
covered with olive trees and well bedded 
with sod. 
From it the superb landscape is 
rapturously entrancing. 
At the foot west­ 
ward is Gethsemane, and a little beyond, 
the \ alleys of Jehosaphat and Kidron in­ 
tersect, while to the southwest the Yallev 
of llinnom winds its dark course around 
the walls from the jkxiIs of Gihon to Acel­ 
dama. 
Northeast is seen the elevation 
where Titus gathered his armies for the 
siege of the city. 
Northwards are the 
Grotto of Jerem iah, the tomb of the Kings 
and the famous ash hills. 
Due west 
appear the splendid Russian buildings, 
consisting of three hospices, for male 
and female pilgrims, hospital, house of 
consulate and cathedral. 
South, the “H ill 
of Evil Counsel,” and the road to Bethle­ 
hem. 
The beholder then glances into the 
distance and feasts on a panorama that calls 
out his powers of admiration beyond ex­ 
pression. 
Excavations will later lay Jerusalem as 
bare as Pompeii and Herculaneum. 
A 
railroad is in contemplation from Jaffa 
here. 
The first survey was made by Dr. 
/.impel in 1870. 
It was by the way of 
Elah and Rephaim. 
The second, via 
Bethoron, by a French company, in 1886. 
There are three in the company, viz., 
Joseph Neon, a Jew ; John Frutiger, a 
German lianker, and Musa Effendy, who is 
a Mahommedan. 
They have formed a 
fund of $2 000,000, and are awaiting a fir­ 
man from the Turkish Government at 
Constantinople. 
T heir survey crosses the 
valleys of Sharon and Ajalon, via both 
the lower and upper Bethoron. 
The en­ 
tire distance will he about thirty miles. 
W hen this road is completed it will not 
be long until Hebron, Nazareth, Tiberias, 
H uleh and Damascus will be connected 
w ith Jaffa and Bevroot.

Oatmeal requires slow and very pro­ 
longed cooking. Usually from two to three 
hours. 
If your boiler is rusty, rub the spots 
with beeswax, and veil will have no more 
trouble. 
To remove blood stains, spread thickly 
with wet starch, let dry, scrape off and re­ 
new, if necessary. 
Glass, when washer! in cold water, has a 
much brighter and clearer look than when 
washed with warm water. 
New iron should be very gradually 
heated at first. 
After it has become in­ 
ured to the heat, it is not so likely to 
crack. 
After sweeping your carpets take a cloth 
wet in clear soft water, and rub over them. 
It will remove a vast amount of dust, and 
well repay the tim e spent.

FACTS CONCERNING THEIR I ASID 
IONS AND THEIR VANITIES.

The 
condition of needle-women, by 
which term is meant plain sewers, dress­ 
makers’ helpers and the like, is sorry 
enough iu any country, but their rights 
and wrongs are only vaguely understood 
by the great majority. 
Most people are 
ignorant of the daily life of their working 
contemporaries, and very few persons are 
ever aflbrded an opportunity of extending 
their information on this point by actual 
observation. 
A woman may know some­ 
thing of those employed in her own house, 
or of those who work in their own homes, 
but she can learn nothing of the great 
army who spend the larger portion of their 
waking hours in work-rooms. 
On this ac­ 
count a brief digest of an article on this 
subject in the Woman’» World will be of 
interest. 
The story told is of a successful 
needle-woman—a shirt-m aker— who was, 
moreover, blessed with good health. 
In 
England, as in this country, the entire 
making of fine white shirts is not intrusted 
to women. 
They only make certain por­ 
tions of them at so much a dozen, and 
there, as here, they are paid according to 
the work accomplished, and meanwhile 
the employer claims the disposal of the 
entire working day, regardless of the 
amount of work done. 
It can readily be 
understood at what a disadvantage the 
worker is thereby placed. 
Work may be 
slack or the 
foreman may 
he 
slow 
in 
giving 
it 
out, thus entailing 
the 
loss 
of 
some considerable 
time 
in 
the 
course 
of the 
day. 
Under 
the 
system of day wages the loss is the em­ 
ployer’s ; on the piece-work pian the em­ 
ployed are the losers. 
At the prices paid 
in England it must lie an extraordinary 
rapid and skillful needle-woman who can 
make, even when constantly employed, an 
average of $1 a week. 
The great majority 
earn only from 82 to 8 - 50 per week, anil 
this is in the best shops, which send out 
fine work, so that it is hardly possible to 
estim ate how low their pay may descend. 
How is it possible for a girl who must de­ 
pend upon such wages as this to live the 
life of a 
decent human being, properly 
housed, fed and clothed ? 
To return to the successful shirt-maker 
of the story. 
She began her business of 
plain sewing the year of the Crimean war 
at six shillings a week and her tea, work­ 
ing from 8 in the morning until 9 at night.

Very many 
do not make so much. 
Button-hofers are 
a little better paid. 
And these arc t |,e 
highest wages earned under the most 
favorable conditions. 
It is not probable 
chat any employers can pay more under 
present conditions, and it is certain that 
the majority pay less. 
All in all, it is safe to estimate that the 
skilled needlewomen of the world earn on 
an average less than $3 a week. 
And be­ 
yond these there is a great fringe of in­ 
competent, careless workers, 
of whose 
yearly earnings it is impossible to make 
any calculation. 
Sad as this state of afliiirs appears, there 
seems to be no remedy for it. 
Women bid 
against each other for these places of hard 
work and poor pay. 
As often as one falls 
out another is ready to step in, and thus 
the ranks are ever kept filled. 
The only 
tiling that may lie done to ameliorate their 
wretched condition is to see that the rooms 
in which they spend their days shall be as 
comfortable and 
healthful as possible. 
The philanthropist will have work enough 
to do to bring about this result.— Phila­ 
delphia Record.

It is not surprising th at Democratic 
Senators should oppose, as they did last 
week, the demand for the strengthening of 
oar harbor defenses.

The American people fcareil nobody: lhat 
they worshipped at the shrine of an everlasting, 
almighty Jehovah, and not at the feet of any 
single p iwer on earth, or of all combined; that 
it bade them dctiance. and that the talk about 
the necessity for fortifications was not only 
womanly, hut childish. 
The Sena-or from Ne­ 
vada net il have no fear. 
He would never see a 
foreign power levying contributions on snu 
Eran-iseo, New York. Charleston. Mobile. Gal­ 
veston. or any other city in the United .states. 
As to Canada, the militia of the border States 
could take care of her, and d o it in very short 
time. If Canada should cross the border in 
hostile array every solitary foot of that country 
would be under the power and jurisdiction of 
the United States within sixty days. 
It would 
not ee even a skirmish, and as to Great Britain, 
a war with the United states would be the 
death laiell of that power, and iter statesmen 
knew it. 
All which amounts to th is: 
that na­ 
tions arc to he frightened, or at least '.tejrt 
in nervous fear of us because of the 
strength we could develop in an emer­ 
gency. 
But what sort of statecraft is it 
that neglects ordinary precautions of de­ 
fense, trusting to the fear of armed powers 
to arouse tho slumbering anger of the 
American people ? 
In the ordinary view 
it seems to he the hight of folly to trust for 
defense to the fear we inspire by boasts 
of w hat we can do if so minded. 
The 
true policy for a nation is to m aintain her 
harbor defenses, equip a navy so well that 
it will command respect in all waters, and 
be a power as well for intervention as for 
defense. 
The cost of such maintenance 
and equipment can never equal the enor­ 
mous cost inseparable from hasty prepar­ 
ation for war out of a condition of non­ 
preparation. 
’Flic disturbance to the in­ 
dustries of the country would cost us ten 
times the sum, and more, in ease of assault 
upon lines where no precautions of defense 
have been taken. 
Senator Hawley, in 
arguing the necessity of increased army 
appropriations to augment the strength of 
our coast defenses by equiping them with 
proper guns, well said : 
With an appropriation of Só,000,000 2711 gini- 
could ha constructed, but that it would ta!,-,• 
some five or six years to expend the S5.000.00o. 
If the American people were driven to war a ;d 
were humiliated, then the men who argu- 
against the policy of providing guns would hide 
themselves and would call upon the mountains 
to fall upon them. The English themselves 
'■> ere surprised at the carelts-ness of the Unite I 
States in regard to war preparation, aud ««. eel 
was there, ever such a nappy-go-lucky reliance 
on luck since the world began? This country, 
w ith its 69,i 00,t'OO people, was a monstrous mass 
of potential power, but against modern st<»et 
guns it was no more effective than a dead 
whale. 
The Democrats appear to be so bound 
up in Mr. Cleveland’s tariff- reduction 
measures that they are willing to put all 
interests of the country at stake in order 
to prevent any expenditure of the surplus; 
that must he held as a menace over the 
people in order to fortify the Cleveland 
policy.

the under jaw of the horse could not be 
broken. 
The dog was kicked and clubbed, 
hot iron bars were forced into its mouth 
and even a wedge driven between its jaws; 
not until the head of the dog had been 
chopped off'with an axe was the horse re­ 
leased.

trains not having been started until towards 
the latter part of the month, there was 
sufficient num ber of cars of fruit to have 
made a train of between seveu and eight 
cars each, for every day in the month, or a 
train ol between eight snd nine cars each 
if Sundays were excluded. Since the or­ 
ganization of the second fruit shipping 
. Association, two lull trains of ten cars or 
party more each, of fruit, have bo; n forwarded 
on the same day, on tour or five different 
occasions. 
The great increase of fruit shipments 
during the past two ye i.s may serve os an 
index of the demands that wilt be made 
upon transportation facilities within the 
next two or three years. 
Tiie num ber of 
cars forwarded last month wiil be very 
greatly exceeded during the succeeding 
two or three months.

P o te n c y o f F a c ts . 
A fact is always a fact, whatever may he 
the consequences. The question is, wheth­ 
er it is true; the student should recognize 
no other. Many of the facts encountered 
in our studies are obscure and hard to ex­ 
plain, hut that dot» not prevent their be 
ing facts; or at least the chief question 
-houId be to learn whether they are facts. 
Besides, contradictory facts are t he ferment 
of science. 
1 once asked a distinguished 
man of science how a certain discovery he 
had made was jetting on. “It is not get­ 
ting on,” he replied. “ What is the mat­ 
ter with it?” 1 anxiously askeii. 
“Why,” 
he said, “1 find no facts ex. >pt ;hose which 
arc favorable to it; and,” he added, “it 
takes cuuiiatiictory facts to teach us.” 
This is true. The theory will either ex­ 
plain the contradictory facts aud he forti­ 
fied hv them, as tho Newtonian theory 
has been by all the exceptions that have 
been opposed to it and which have entered 
into it; or it will be replaced by a vaster 
and 
more comprehensive theory. 
In 
both cases there is a gain for science, 
which would not have been obtained 
if we had hesitated, on account of vain 
scruples, to seek out and 
verify the 
facts in question. In principle, every 
science should 
lx? independent of those 
which come after it. Chemistry, lor ex­ 
ample, whether organic or physiological, 
in studying the chemical conditions of life, 
is held to one thing only—to seek out and 
discover those chemical conditions—and 
has no other function. 
It is not for it to 
occupy itself with the interests of vital 
force nor with anything that concerns the 
vital. Its right and duty are to push as far 
forward os possible the chemical explana­ 
tion, for who else is t<> do it ? Then comes 
the physiologist, 
ilis business is to bring 
into light the new element which has been 
added to the former. Chemistry could 
have been preoccupied with tliis only to 
its detriment. If chemistry had been con­ 
cerned to take care of the existence of the 
vital principle, it would not have achieved 
the splendid discovery of organic snvthesis 
which lias made the name of M. Berthelot 
illustrious. Does this signify that life is 
not a chemical fact? Not at all. 
lint it 
belongs to physiology, and not to chemis­ 
try, to exhibit the peculiar quality that 
distinguishes the one science from the 
other.— Paul Janet 
in Popular Science 
Monthly for July. 


T h e B a n d in g S y s te m . 
W. G. Klee, State Fruit Inspector, says 
of the banding system to catch thg iarvie 
of the codlin moth, that its usefulness is 
based on the observed habit of the larv;c 
when leaving the apple to seek shelter 
under the bark. The band around the tree 
provides artificial shelter for the worm, 
and the majority of the larva- no doubt 
find t heir way to it although a sufficient 
number to give future trouble finds oilier 
hiding places on fences, buildings, etc., aud 
perhaps more than anywhere else, under 
clods at the foot of the tree; and it is here 
in an old orchard that cocoons arc inva­ 
riably found. To band most effectively 
the ground of tin; whole orchard, and es­ 
pecially immediately around 
the tree, 
should be thoroughly pulverized. The 
greatest obstacle, however, to the success 
of the handing, or any other system of pest 
destruction, lies in the neglect of contigu­ 
ous or near-by owners in permitting their 
own trees to become infested, harboring the 
pests to fly away and spread havoc in all 
the neighborhood. Under the present de­ 
fective law no adequate power is vested in 
the hands of the authorities, nor provision 
made for expenses to permit the thorough 
disinfection of orchards. It is expected, 
however, that this will be remedied by the 
next Legislature. Growers are cautioned 
to keep careful watch upon bands in jxisi- 
tion upon trees, and destroy all larva* be­ 
fore they escape to become the progenitors 
of a later brood, otherwise the baud be­ 
comes a hatching nest instead of a de- 
strover.

Neither he nor his bride have the least 
idea where their honeymoon is to he spent 
until they are on the steamer or train, as 
the best man accompanies them to the 
wharf or station, checks their luggage and 
hands the groom the tickets at the last 
moment. 
When this is done the groom 
opens an envelope, finds his route all laid 
out for him, and is saved the annoyance of 
telegraphing to hotels and arranging minor 
details. 
There is more or less humbug about 
wedding journeys, as only half the young 
couples announced as sojourning at the 
seaside ever get much farther away than 
some neighboring city, and the Canadian 
cities and towns are largely patronized by 
bridal couples who are advertised in “ the 
Kast.” fiThe wedding journey is an expen­ 
sive luxury, yet few young people starting 
out in life have the courage to commence 
it by defying the unwritten law of fashion, 
which obliges them lo make themselves 
the miserable objects of public curiosity 
and private discomfort for the sake of what 
society will say about them if they con­ 
sult their pocket-books and inclination and 
remain at home.—Bo/ton Traveller.

Traffic of th e Suez C aual. 
The number of ships which passed 
through the Suez Canal last year was 3,137, 
their gross tonnage being 8,430,048 tons. 
The largest movement of shipping through 
the canal in any one month occurred in 
May, when 308 ships of an aggregate bur­ 
den of 797,547 tons paid transit dues. 
Of 
the 3,187 ships which went through the 
canal last year, 2,330 were English, leav­ 
ing a balance of only 807 carrying the 
flags of other nations. 
In this total of 
807 ships, France figured for 183; Ger­ 
many for 159; Italy for 13S; Holland for 
123; Austria (and Hungary) for 82; Nor­ 
way for 28; Spain for 26; and Russia for 
. 
Only three American vessels used the 
canal in 1887. The number of persons pass­ 
ing througli the canal as passengers last 
year was 173,786, of whom 91,996 were 
soldiers, 53,415 civil passengers, and 19,610 
Mohammedan pilgrims. 
The total of 
3,137 ships passing through the canal last 
vear compared witli a passage of 3,100 ¡11 
1S86_; 3,624 in 1885; 3,284 in 1884; and 
3,307 in 1883. 
The average tim e occu­ 
pied 
by 
each 
ship 
in 
the 
canal 
last 
year was 
34 hours as 
compared 
w ith 36 hours in 1886; 43 hours in 1885 ; 
42 hours in 1884; and 481 hours iu 1883. 
The considerable reduction observable in 
the average in 1887 and 
1886 is due to 
sundry extensions and improvements car­ 
ried out since 1885, which have considera­ 
bly facilitated the passage of shipping. 


I>eept»8t M ine In th e W orld. 
The Rose Bridge Colliery, at W igan, 
Lancashire, England, is 808 yards deep, or 
nearly half a m ile— the deepest penetra­ 
tion into the “crust” of this earth-dump- 
ling which has yet been made. 
The in­ 
crease in 
temperature in going down 
through the successive strata has been 
about 1° F. for every fifty-four and a half 
feet. 
A t the bottom of the mine the tem­ 
perature is 79' F. in the open pit, and 
93.5' F. in the solid strata. 
There is 
plenty of coal much farther down in the 
earth, but it is a question whether it will 
“pay” to mine it. 
The proprietor of this 
colliery finds that the cost of “getting” the 
coal is greater than when the depth was 
600 yards. 
The cost 
is increased, not 
merely on account of the greater distance, 
hut from the increase of temperature and 
of pressure. 
Men cannot work so hard 
where it is so hot, and the timber “props” 
are more expensive and less durable. 
If, 
however, the mine yields a profit under 
such circumstances, the owner, or some­ 
body else in the same business, may be 
tempted to go deeper.— Industrial World. 


H ow Soli W as M ade. 
Professor Agassiz says that all the ma­ 
terial on whic 1 agriculture depends is 
deconi|>osed rocks, not so much rocks that 
underlie the soil, but those on the surface 
and brought from considerable distances 
and ground to powder by the grasp of gla­ 
ciers. 
The penetration of water into the 
rock, frost, running water and baking sun 
have done something, hut ice vastly more. 
In a former age the whole of the United 
States was covered with ice several thous­ 
and feet thick, and this ice, moving from 
north to south by the attraction of tropical 
warmth, pressing weight of ice or snow 
behind, ground the rocks over which it 
passed into the paste we call soil. 
These 
masses of ice can lie tracked as surely as 
the game is tracked by the hunter. Among 
the A lpsthe glaciers are still in progress. 
The stones and rocks ground and polished 
by the glaciers can easily lie distinguished 
from those scratched by running water. 
The angular boulders found in the mead­ 
ows and terraces of our rivers not reached 
by water can be accounted for in this wav. 


C onsum ptive In fection . 
Dr. Laussedat (Rovat) finds that, while 
tuberculosis 
was very rare at Cannes 
twenty-five years ago, it is at present very- 
common, especially in children and young 
people, without one being able to trace it 
to heredity. 
This is especially due to the 
dissemination of 
the 
tubercle 
bacillus 
brought here by tubercular patients. 
The 
Engineering and Building Record calls at­ 
tention to the dangers of 
tuberculous 
houses. 
“ It is dampness and want of ven­ 
tilation that makes a house or group of 
houses dangerous. 
It is consumption in 
the house, rather than in the family, that 
you have most to dread.” 
It is certainly 
a wise precaution, and to be recommended 
in all cases of consumption, that the e x ­ 
pectorations be received on sawdust or 
clothes, or in vessels containing a disin­ 
fectant solution, such as chloride of lime 
or corrosive sublimate.— Monthly Record, 
Ohio State Board of Health.

In that crowded country hun­ 
dreds of fam ilies spend their lives and , 
bring up their children upon the water, j 
and know nothing of the land, except as i 
they make an occasional visit to it when 
obliged to purchase supplies or attend to 
some unusual business. In every bay along 
the coast are found hundreds, if not thou­ 
sands, of sm all craft called “junks.” These 
are small, flat-bottomed boats, and arc 
owned and inhabited by a man and his 
family, just as houses are in cither parts of 
the world. 
Their business is the trans­ 
portation of good and merchandise of all 
kinds, and their navigation is a sort of 
family affair. 
One traveler sa y s: 
“ I have seen a boat twenty feet long 
most adroitly managed by three children 
all under seven years of age. 
I am told 
that, notwithstanding their aptness at 
swimming, many boatmen get drowned, 
for no lioat ever goes to another's aid, nor 
will any 
boatman 
save 
another from 
drowning, because, as he savs, it is all fate, 
and he who interferes with fate will lie 
severely punished in some way.” 
Among 
these wonderful aquatic fam ilies children 
of three years old will sometimes swim 
like little fish, and if one is backward in 
learning, he will lie thrown overboard, and 
teased and tormented until he is obliged 
to learn the art in self-defense.

We had the pleasure last week of a call 1 
from A. B. Butler, owner of the 600-arre , 
raisin vineyard at Fresno. 
Mr. Butler | 
originated the movemeut to bring out 
Carolina negroes for ranch hand», receiving 
forty-five out of the first arrivals. 
H e has 
lost none of them and finds that by kind 
treatment and honest dealing they are jver- 
feotly satisfied 
to remain 
011 the place 
without any demands for increase of wages. 
T he contract account with them is closed 
up hv retention of wages as agreed in the 
contracts, and the hands now receive full 
wages. 
Finding at the start some uneasi­ 
ness among them about their contracts 
which most o f them could not read, Mr. 
Butler assembled the hands, read and ex­ 
plained the contracts to them, and in their 
presence tore ilie documents up and threw 
them away. 
This settled all dissatisfaction 
and a happier, steadier force of hands he 
never had. 
The average day’s work is 
twenty per cent. U-tter than tiie average 
Chinaman’s, with 
110 sulking, 
110 “ no 
sabe” back talk or slipping off’ to sm oke 
opium. 
lie is confident that the w om en 
will make faster and better packers than 
the Chinese, whilst one negro man is 
worth two Chinamen for heavy handling. 
Mr. Butler believes that the solution of the 
labor question in California is found.— 
California Fruit Grower. 


A rsen ic Tor th e C om plexion. 
The habit of taking arsenic iu order to 
produce a clear, white, transparent com­ 
plexion is of far greater extent among our 
younger society women than is ordinarily 
supposed. 
From beginning to end it is a 
most pernicious habit and cannot be too 
strongly condemned. 
Many who purchase 
quack nostrums for beautifying the com­ 
plexión are using arsenic without knowing 
it, while others, with knowledge and fore­ 
thought, designedly- form the habit of con­ 
suming this dangerous and baleful drug. 
By doing so they lay the foundation of "1 
disease w hich will some dayw ork the ruin 
of one or more of the vital" organs. 
That 
clear transparency of the complexion so 
much desired may mean an earlv death. 
The effect of arsenic is sim ply this— a 
diminution 
¡11 the strength of the blood 
and the stoppage of the action of the fine 
capillary blood-vessels ; 
in fact, the ends 
of the blood vessels may properly lie said 
to be killed. Little or no blood is supplied 
to the skin, and the reason why it is so 
clear and w hite is that it is practically 
dead. 
T he man who marries an arsenic- 
eater is marrying a partially dead yvoman. 
The vital organs most injuriously af­ 
fected by arsenic are the kidneys (in which 
a fatbl disease is often established), the 
digestive organs, the liver, and the nerves. 
It likew ise has a mental Influence, by 
which the deluded victim is liable to 
become lost to all sense of morality. 
Arsenic-eating is a vicious and sinful habit, 
and one for which no jiossible valid excuse 
can be found. Shun arsenic iu every form, 
whether it be in beauty doses for the com­ 
plexion, in green-tinted wall-paper, or a 
green vail.— The. Housekeeper. 


A n cien t C ities o f A rizona. 
Frank Cushing, the Schliem ann of our 
Western yvorld, as some one has aptly 
called him , has quite bewildered the im ­ 
agination by the extent of the discoveries 
he has made during the course of the ex ­ 
ploration which lie is now carrying on in 
the Salt River valley of Arizona. 
H e 
has, in fact, found no less than 19 pop­ 
ulous cities there, and a civ ilizit’on “older 
than the pyram ids” and o f wonderful de­ 
velopment. 
One of these cities, partly 
unearthed, is three m iles long and two 
m iles wide, and contains many buildings 
300 feet square, and one nearly 500 feet 
long, with walls seven feet thick. 
They 
understood the art of irrigation better 
than do the farmers of to-day, and the 
valley is la network of canals, fully 300 
miles of canals having been found cut 
through earth and solid rock. 
There is 
evidence 
that these were 
maintained 
throughout a 
long 
period, and that a 
population of 250,000 dwelt on the plain 
o f Tempe alone, while there is the same 
sort of proof as that shown at I’omjieii 
that this community of Pompeiis was sud­ 
denly overthrown by a series of terrible 
earthquakes. 
The haste with which these 
places were left, the multitudinous im ple­ 
ments of daily life which yvere suffered to 
remain behind, and the completeness with 
which even the skeletons of the victim s of 
the disaster have been preserved through 
the ages by the superincumbent earth, 
open up possibilities of future disclosures 
which must delight every archa logically 
inclined mind.
